and change them when \ve must, as 
new light comes to us. This is not 
a great biography as is that of Lin- 
coln by his private secretary: but it 
dors shed additional light upon many 
controverted points in Wilson's po- 
litical career as well as upon his 
t,raits of character. 
For a man who is accused of auto- 


cratically making up his mind on all 
questions without 
consulting any- 


body, it is interesting to find him 
quoted again and again as saying: 
".My mind is open and to let" and to 
read 
reproductions o£ discussions 


which prove that his mind was open. 
To any one interested HI political 


history the firrt chapters which give 
d/etails of his New Jersey campaign 
for governor and his light to. put 
through legislation promised at that 
time will prove, absorbing. It shows 
how he developed the habit, o£ ap- 
pealing io the people over the heads 
of the political bosses in the worst 
boss-ridden state in the Union.

body of experts to collect and col- 
late'data that might be needed even- 
tually at. the Peace Conference. The 
President felt that the United States 
was especially in need of such spe- 
cialists at the Conference because of 
its traditional policy of isolation and 
the consequent lack, in its govern- 
mental departments, of a personnel 
thoroughly conversant with the in- 
ter-relations of the European ard 
Asiatic powers and their dependen- 
cies. 
The need was for men expert 


in roHcarch.

was in the. main 
recruited 
from 


strong universities and colleges but 
also from among former 
officials, 


awyers and business men. We'find 
on it such men as Dr. Isaiah Bow- 
nan of the American Geographical 
Society, Dr. C. H. Haskins o£ Har- 
vard. Dr. Charles Seymour, of Yale. 
Dr. W. L. Weslennann o£ Univer- 
sity o£ Wisconsin, Dr. A. A. Young 
o£ Cornell. 
Prjf. Seymour in his 


lecture on Austria-Hungary relates1 
in this connection an interesting in- 
cident that occurred in one,,xff the 
Commissions.

It is interesting to no\te as one 


reads that where differences of opin- 
on occur in the Commissions with 
regard to any particular 
questions 


such as reparations, the Fiume boun- 
dary,—the stand taken by American 
commissioners is the stand 
which 
America through its public press has 
'avored later when it began to criti- 
cise the peace treaty, thus proving 
that American experts truly ren.re- 
sented their country's ideals. 
But 


ntaurally, the American policy could 
not always prevail; there had to be 
compromises. 


Here are a few striking Quota- 


tions: 
"If the Conference of Paris had 


been the Congress of Vienna of a 
hundred years before, it would have 
proceeded to carve large slices out of 
Prussia for the benefit of victorious 
allies." 


"But I must record here my em- 
phatic dissent from the notion' that 
the economic clauses 
were 
made 
harsh and intolerable through un- 
necessary concessions 
yielded 
by 


President Wilson because he 
was 


misled and outmaneuvered by 
his 


colleagues in the Council of Four. 
In the first place, those tvho were 
associated with the 
President 
at 


Paris will^tell you how supremely 
quick and alert he was in discussion 
or conference, and how easily and 
accurately he penetrated to the heart 
of the most complicated proposal. In 
the second place, th/ notion which I 
am trying to dispe/-conveys a false 
impression of the Way the treaty was 
made."

be framed every persoin hoped

have his special object achieved. So 
diverse were the hope1? of different 
nations and peoples that no set of 
formulae could have been found to 
fit allied purposes.

Points of President Wilson received 
almost universal aprpoval 
because 


they were put into general terms. 
The vast scale of the losses, the bit- 
terness of the military contest, was 
such that the moment that specific 
settlements were proposed every in- 
terested party felt betrayed.

delegation felt that only its brand of 
"doxy" was "orthodox}'."

Good, If Not the Best 


THE host thing we remember to have heard 
* 
about f.hina recently is the explanation of 


Dean Hob;irt, of the Peking Theological school, 
that General \Vu Pei Fu, victorious military 
dictator of Central China, is anti-Japanese, and 
that his fight with General Chang was in the na- 
ture of a defensive war against return to power 
of the Japanese-subsidized Anfu party whose 
surrender to Tokio was a notorious scandal dur- 
ing and after the world war. Of course a mili- 
tary government in China is not in consonance 
vith republican ideas, and one understands that 
\Vu is the champion of China rather because he 
is not as bad as some others than because he. is 
patriotic in the absolute sense. But there is con- 
siderable doubt about the fitness of China for 
self-government at present, and a period of 
benevolent bossing may not be the worst thing 
that could happen. The Chinese people at large 
may get small benefit from the-regime, but it is 
better for them and for the rest of the world 
that the benefits should go to Japan. Better a 
dictator for a few years while the Chinese, ac- 
cumulate the necessary training for efficient self- 
rule than a permanent foothold for Japan on the, 
mainland.

When springtime comes and grasa

men are even more restless than the 
cows. 
They are tired of tho chores 


that winter compels. 


And so in 99 cases of out 100, the 


gates are thrown open,

scamper off to pasture and many are 
the sacrifices which are sustained. 


The grass is green and that

about all. It is short and waters. 
The pasture surface is 
soft. 
The 


cows sink their feet in 
the 
soil,

M'GREGOR DEALER 


Howe Builds Hull so River Wat- 


er Flows Through it; Rough 
Fish Kept Alive Long Time 
MCGREGOR, icwa.—wwie a« tn? 


rent o£ 'the fish markets of the hun- 
dreds of fish dealers who do busi- 
ness on the banks of the upper Mis- 
sissippi wore flooded during 
vie 


high water, the novel floating market 
of P. C. Howe of McGregor, 
just 


completed and the only one of its 
Kind ever built, rode the flood crest 
oi'the waters without a moment'a 
Inconvenience to the proprietor. 


The hoat is one of the queer crafts 


that have been devised to meet the 
peculiar conditions of 
the 
upper 


Mtbslssippi. It has a hull of Oregon 
Fir and a deck enclosed like a quar- 
ter boat. Big ice boxes line the sides 
of the deck and in these the fish are 
kept buried in ice until time 
lor 


shipment. 
At the river sido of the 


boat, the commercial fishermen tie 
up their motor launches and deliver 
their "catches." The purchased fl rr> 
are shipped undressed in large quan- 
tities in boxes of ice to New York, 
Philadelphia 
and

points.

Although it is true that it is much 


cheaper to produce milk 
in April 


May and June, so is it true that the 
price secured for milk 
in 
those 


months is extremely low—not once 
in a while, but always. 


Spring freshened cows havs only 


three good months to work. 
July 


and August bring droughts, dry pas- 
tures, heat, flies a,nd busy harvest. 
If there are any worse factors for 
turning cows dry, I do not know of 
them, but this "I do know as a prac- 
tical fact; these factors do turn cows 
dry, rob them of flesh and condition 
and they are<largely accountable .or 
the very low average production of 
the American cow.

when fall comes along with 
high 


prices for milk, or they are so near 
dry that all that can be afforded is 
to winter them as cheaply as pos- 


There are exceptions to this rule 


n certain cheese districts, in. cases 
where one is not only producing, but 
also retailing milk, but tbe excep- 
tions are so rare that they do not 
alter the general principle. 


In spite of custom, cows should 


ireshen in the fall. 
The first reason is that all experi- 


ments and practical experience prove 
that, other things being equal, a cow 
freshening in the fall will yield from 
10 to 15 per cent more milk and but- 
terfat during the year than though 
sha freshened in the spring. If there 
were no other arguments in favor of 
fall freshening, this one would suf- 
fice, but there are many others. 


I need riot argue that milk sells 


for higher prices from fall to spring 
than from spring to fall. 
More milk 


and more money per unit a.re con- 
siderations that should be respected. 


From spring until fall farmers are 


busier than from 
fall 
to 
spring 


Therefore, it is better tjiat they care 
for cows during the latter 
period 


rather than the former 
for many 


;asons. 
I have never been able to concr.-Ive 


of a farmer, his wife, his sons, his 
daughters or his hired man ever be- 
coming very enthusiastic over milk- 
ing cows when they must do so pre- 
ceding and immediately'following a 
hard day during planting or harvest. 


If ever cows should be dry and 


resting, it is surely at that time when 
owners are busy and when their pro- 
duct is worth the least per unit. 


The argument is offered that it 


costs more to feed cows in the win- 
ter than in the summer. This argu- 
ment would stand, providing cuws 
were disposed of after the flush but 
they are not. 
Cows are kept over 


winter whether they 
are 
milking 


highy, lowly or not at all. 


If cows are 'kept at 
all, they 


should be well cared for and well 
fed. 
Only by denying this statement 


will the argument hold true that il 
costs more to milk fall 
freshener 


than spring freshened cows. 


Just one more o£ the many rea- 


sons why cows should freshen 
autumn. 
Hired men who object to 


milking cows in the sumnw^r time 
would be very glad to hold then 
and milk cows in the winter. 
By do- 


ing so they would he more profitabl« 
to their employers than they are dur 


;ers at McGregor.
